In regard the merits of Asal, The applicant(s) argue that Asai does not teach: "a first detector used for decelerating the circuit substrate 
and a second detector used for stopping the circuit substrate, which are held by the movable member with a space therebetween in the 
direction parallel to the conveying direction" (as recited in claim 22, lines 12-14). The examiner traverses for at least the following reason: 
The Asai as fully discussed a first detector (50) used for decelerating the circuit substrate and a second detector (69) used for stopping 
the circuit substrate (at column 12, lines 37-67 and column 13, lines 1-27). Both detectors (e.g. 48, 50) are for stopping the circuit 
substrate, which is held by the movable member. It is inherent the deceleration must occur in order for the circuit substrate to stop. 
Therefore, Asai meets the limitation of "a first detector ... detected portion" (lines 12-16 of claim 22). Therefore, Claims 22-34 and 37-38 
are continue rejected. 



Accordingly, claims 39-43 are allowed.
